Arguments filled by the applicant are not persuasive and therefore, the rejections to the claims stand. Applicant argues "In Response to 
Arguments' item I, Applicant agrees that there is no evidence to support that compressed and uncompressed images often look the same 
to a human observer. This is a matter of common sense. Further evidence to support this will be provided if believed necessary by the 
Examiner. However this.appears to be background." (page 2 of remarks). Examiner would like some evidence to be provided by the 
applicant to support that compressed and uncompressed images often look the same to a human observer. 

Also, applicant contradict its statements in the remarks. For example, applicant states "Rather, Applicant is intending to say that 
whatever data is going to be evaluated, is done at a remote location. There is no evaluation at the so-called first location." (page 2 of 
remarks). Which contradict the statement made by the applicant "Now, after all this, the medical analysis of the medical image is carried 
out at the first location. That evaluation is based on the contents of the original medical image." (page 3 of remarks). Also, the statement 
made by applicant "According to Claim 31, the original medical image data is evaluated at the first location (that is the location where the 
medical image has been obtained), without ever needing to be compressed or sent outside the first location." (page 4 of remarks).
